from all accounts the victims in the 
cases of 
recent 
occurrence 
were 


thrown into a comatose condition by 
H few drinks and In thru .state passed 
away. 


So far as can b« ascertained, the 


bootleggers deal in two different kjnds 
of 
"hooch." Ooe Is tho moonshine 


manufactured In the ordinary way and 
the other li a dilution -of 
alcohol. 


Here Is where the danger lies. Those 
who compound this stuff do not (.now 
what kind of alcohol they arc getting. 
If it Is grain alcohol, the dilution may 
not be dangerous';'b'ul if It be wood or 
denatured alrohol, II Is deadly poison. 


It would seem1 that no man in his 


rlsht mind would take Ihe 
risk 
of 


drinking any such stuff, since a single 
drink may be fatal. 


Another prnse of the situation Is. 


that the polic« seem to be letting the 
lawbreakers get the best of them. 
There Is a relapse lo utter disregard 
of the law. Whether this Is duo to 


: any lick of vigilance on the part of 


the police, we cannot say: but in view 
of what has been revealed In police 
court, It would seem :hat we are suf- 
fering from the : :.no sort of laxity 
that prevailed six months ngo when 
The Sun took up the campaign for en- 
forcement of the prohibition law. 
. 'As to the saloons,' little is heard 
from them and so far as the police 
are concerned.

It is 
Ikely that the United States will con- 
fine its diplomatic exchanges to this 
particular medium. Tho invitation to 
send a delegate to the League may be- 
an Indirect method of suggesting that 
this nation join the league so ai to 
protect Its rights in such matters, but 
President Hardlng's views dispel any 
such hope. Japan, on the other hand. 
iays that she is willing to grant con- 
cessions in 1'ap. but not to turn It 
over to the United States—that In 
spite of the allegation by President 
Wilson that there was

expltcl-. 


understanding with the supremo ooun- 


that the island of Yap should noi 


be mandated to any power. 


It appears thai the wishes of

United States were disregarded In the 
matter, as her protest Is now lightly 
turned aside. 


COOLIDGE'S SPEECH 


That brief, speocli by Calvin Coolidge 


on .being sworn In as vice-president 
of the United States, started out much 
after the style of 
Lincoln's Geltys 


burg speech; but H did not go very 
far In that direction. It descended In- 
to a condensed synopsis of our gov- 
ernmental system and wound up with 
a high tribute to the senate as 
the 


"citadel of liberty," a title which wll 
not be generally approved or accepted 


It was supposed that he would Inject 


a few of his epigrammatic aphorestic 
statements, but Ihe plan of his speech 
forbade that as it 
apparently 
was 


designed to wind up with a eulogy of 
Ihe United States senate. So far as 
tho senate is concerned. It has had 
the reputation of being a very august 
body, but in recent years, il is not a 
whit more so than the house of repre- 
sentatives. U Is we^lf however, and 
quite politic for Vice-President Coo- 
lidge to approach the statesmen of th, 
lenate with expressions of obsequloui
